Eleven applications for short-term 
agricultural loans, totaling $8,000, 
have been approved by the loan 
committee of the Gettysburg pro­ 
duction credit corporation, E. Don­ 
ald Scott, secretary-treasurer. an ­ 
nounced today. 
Altogether 27 ap­ 
plications for loans have been re ­ 
ceived by the corporation which was 
set up to serve farm ers in Adams, 
York, Cumberland, Franklin, Perry 
and Fulton counties. 
The applications approved by the 
loan 
committee 
are 
now

studied by interm ediate credit bank 
in Baltimore. Replies to the appli­ 
cations are expected within a week 
or ten days, Mr. Scott said. 
Issues Statement 
In connection with the receipt of 
applications for short-term loans, 
Mr. Scott today 
prepared the fol­ 
lowing statem ent of the m anner in 
which loans are made and other 
| inform ation about the local produc- 
I tion credit corporation: 
The 1934 crop season will mean 
the beginning of a better system of 
credit for many farm ers who are 
preparing 
to 
finance 
the 
year’s 
farm ing by means of short-term 
loans through the production credit 
associations which are being or­ 
ganized under the farm credit ad ­ 
m inistration throughout this state. 
Under the farm credit adm in­ 
istration the land banks will con­ 
tinue to make long-term real estate 
mortgage loans; but the adm inistra­ 
tion Is also providing a long-needed 
system 
of 
short-term 
production 
credit for farm ers—loans to be used 
for producing crops and livestock 
and repaid at the end of the sea­ 
son. This is an entirely new service 
for farm ers; and it is designed to 
be perm anent. 
Farm ers in this locality will be 
served by the Gettysburg production 
credit association, which was char­ 
tered on January 22, 1934, to serve 
producers in Adams. York, Cumber­ 
land, Franklin, Perry and Fulton 
counties. 
About four or five coun­ 
ties is the average size of an asso­ 
ciation. 
There is no fixed number 
of counties standard for all associa­ 
tions, but each must include enough 
territory to give a volume of busi­ 
ness sufficient to secure efficient or­ 
ganization and low cost of opera­ 
tion. 
Part Of F. C. A. 
The Gettysburg association was 
organized through the cooperation 
of representative farmers of the 
counties included, with the assist­ 
ance of the Baltimore production 
credit corporation. There is one of 
these corporations in each of the 
12 land banks districts in the coun­ 
try, 
The local association will ob­ 
tain loanable funds from the inter­ 
mediate credit bank of Baltimore, 
which will lend money on. or dis­ 
count, well secured notes of farm ­ 
ers. 
All of these institutions are a 
part of the farm credit adm inistra­ 
tion. 
A production credit association 
does not lend government money. 
The funds that will be loaned are 
obtained by tile intermediate credit 
banks which sell short-term bonds, 
or debentures, to the investing pub­ 
lic. 
In other words, the money is 
being borrowed to be 
loaned to 
eligible farm ers to enable them to 
produce a season’s crops. 
The as­ 
sociation is not a charity institu­ 
tion; but a business credit institu­ 
tion for business-minded farmers. 
The purpose is to make loans that 
farmers can afford to use for a sea­ 
son’s operations, and which will be 
repaid at the end of the season 
It 
is a pay-as-you-go plan for agri­ 
culture.

B ut eyestrain m ay begin early in 
life. 
If your child squints or scowls 
w hen he looks a t some object close 
a t hand, it is wise to have his eyes 
exam ined by an oculist. 
O ur eyesight is probably th e most 
highly valued of all our senses.

As originally drafted, the measure 
proposes unconditional amnesty for 
all prisoners, civil as well as mili­
